Why 
diamonds are to be found in the earth, and when you take 
them out, fomething mult ‘be put in cheir ftead—fuppofe the 
bodies of the rightful owners—you take me. 

The Frail Sifterhood, as they are called---in French fille de 
foye, in Latin Meretrix, and in Greek -Jasps. By way of. 
pun, I could almoft be prevailed on to call them fair traders, 
but that I recolle& many inftinces of their vending damaged 
wares. However, traders they are, that is certain, from Per- 
dita, who contraéts by the year, to Moll Brazen of Feetditch, 
who fells her con:modities, like Athley’s punch, in finall quan- 
tities. I do not find the names of thefe merchants in Kent’s 
Direétoryg but that very modeit and ingenious gentleman, 
Mr Harris, has compofed a Diretory for the purpofe. ‘The 
piazzas, at cleven o’clock at night, is high "Change time ; and 
King’s Place is the old eftablifhed, fhop for ready made love. 
Like other trades, this one icems overttocked; yet we find 
fome very confiderable fortunes made by it, ‘They are not yet 
incorporated into a company, but they aét by confent in mat- - 
ters of privilege. |“ Obferving a croud in Bow-ftreet, on my re- 
turn from the theatre laft week, I afked what the matter was : 
* Why, Sir, (anfwered. avery pretty young lady,) there is 
one of us that pretends for to. walk in Bow-ftreet, though we 
all know the néver paid’ for the’/iberty of it.” The liberty of 
Bow-ftreet is rather‘an, uncommon way of {peaking ; and I am 
forry to fiod thar thefe ladies have fo much Jiberty fo near a 
place of confinement. “Whefe-tadies, then, areitraders to all in- 
teats and purpofes ; -and-he who-denies it under{tands nothing- 
of bufinefs. 

The Author—He is a trader too ; actually a verbal mer- 
chant; fells words, thoughts, fentiments, &c. &c. &c. and the 
public are his cuftomers ; the printing: prefs and types his-tools ; 
but the greateft hardthip is Sometimes being obliged to. keep bis 
books himfelf. "There is one fatisfaction, however, he cannot 
furrender his effegts;. he cannet give up his flock in trade, of 
courfe, he cannot be called a bankrupt ; you mightas well call 
him a blockhead: If his play be damned, w is like a fhipwreck. 
No play-wright onght to fet fail for the theatre, -unlefs a proper 
convoy be ordered—and never ought to venture any goods with- 
out-adding ¢ritic hazard excepted. Lhope, however, that no 
one will pretend, that an author docs not buy and fell like a to- 
bacconif?, or any other honeft tradefman. 1 am fure the public 
are welcome to three pennyworth of the Companion at any time. 

Having thus proved that all men are tradefien, I thould 
next go on to prove, that there is no difference between one 
tradefmén and another, with refpeét to.rank or eftimation ; and 
that a baker anda banker are no more different than an oven 
and a counting-houje; the latter being not one whit more ho- 
nourable or uleful than the other. 

Thus it'appears that every man is atrader, a buyer, and fel- 
ler. I fhall now attempt to prove, that all waders are alike, i. ¢. 
that there is to merit to be derived from any one profeffion more 
than from another, and that the faithful difcharge of the duties 
of that profeffion entitle us to praife. 

In thus levelling the merit of profeflional employments, I 
mgcan to confine myfelf entirely to the .city,, to thofe occupa- 

tions, which, according to every opinion, are to be confidered 
as trades. It might be a difficult talk to put a Secretary and a 
Shoemaker on the fame footing, or to make any one believe that 
a Chancellor was no more a gentleman by profeffion than a Can- 
dle-maker. I therefore mutt be underitood to mean, that all 
traders, from the merchant to the milkman, are alike in point of 
reputation, and that although the latter may not be fo often 
knighted as the former, yet he is every way as ufeful in his de- 
partment, and entitled to refpect, whether he keeps bill- books, 
or a milk-fcore. 

There goes a banker!—He is fretting, nay in a violent paf- 
fion, becaufe at a public entertainment laft week, he happened 

to fit clofe toa tailor. Now, in my mind, the latter is by much 
the molt refpectable character of the two. By comparifon,— 
the tailor fells cloaths for: money, and the banker fells money 
for money—the tailor is indifpenfably neceffary to fociety in e- 
very period of the progrefs of mankind—the banker is the muh. 
room of the prefent century ; and if wealth were more equally 
divided among men, and none allowed to monopolize, there 
would be no occafion for places for depofiting great fums of mo- 
ney. In cafe of the bankruptcy of both thefe traders, by whom 
does the public fuffer moft? Who is it that occafions fuicides, 
pulls down other houfes along with it, creates fifty more fail. 
ures, and involves families in diftrefs? Not the man of breech. 
es, but the man of di//s. 

There goes a merchant—he thinks himfelf the moft refpett- 
able charaéter in the -univerfe—“ A Britith merchant (fays 
he) is the moft refpeétable of all men.” That I deny. “A 
Britith, or any trader, even a grocer, is equally refpecable ;

for whete is the difference between him who fells figs by the 
100 weight, and him who fells them by the pound ? Where is 
the difference between him who imports iron in thip-loads, and 
him who manufactures it into hob-nails. 
A thoemaker is ufually a defpifed charaéter—but wh ? Pride 
only can load with obloquy one of the molt ufeful of trades. 
Whether would the nation faffer molt, by being prohibited fer 
one month from wearing fhocs, or from wearing laces? Every 
one muft allow that the latter might be to many a benefit; and 
yet the haberdafher thinks himfelf infinitely above the man who 


ding thing if a Lord Mayor fhould be by profellion a wig-ma- 
ker, and yet it is not eafy to prove that making wigs ts one whit 
more derogatory from honour than driving any other bargain. 
For my part, if a brickduft-man, or a cobler, is otherwife de- 
ferving, I think that a gold chain would make as good a figure 
pal the neck of either, as it can poflibiy do around the neck 
of a brewer of porter, or a retailer of filks. ; 

But there is no necefhty for muluplying inftances— Pride 
only has created a difference between trader and trader. Thofe 
whofe profeflions are moft ufeful, moft open, and ancient, are 
the moft refpectable and honourable. Great complaints were 
lately made, that in a certain popular affembly, the Majefiy of 
the People was given as a toalt before the King—But, in my 
mind, there was nothing improper or abfurd in this, for in 
Great Britain the horfes alavays go before the carriage.
